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A closure having a discharge sleeve with coaxial outer and 
inner pipes on its inlet end, an inner hood having a pouring 
tube on its end and splines on its side surface installed on 
the discharge sleeve by means of a thread to allow its axial 
movement during rotation, the outer hood with splines on its 
interior surface to interact with splines of the inner hood 
and a decorative casing with a tear member on its end 
wherein the discharge sleeve is made with a check valve with 
fixing means positioned symmetrically on the surface of the 
discharge sleeve.

A closure having a discharge sleeve with coaxial outer and 
inner pipes on its inlet end, an inner hood having a pouring 
tube on its end and splines on its side surface installed on 
the discharge sleeve by means of a thread to allow its axial 
movement during rotation, the outer hood with splines on its 
interior surface to interact with splines of the inner hood 
and a decorative casing with a tear member on its end 
wherein the outer hood has inner fixing means on its end to 
interact with the flange on the inlet end of the discharge 
sleeve. 
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
